KILLED HERE 


T. J. Crawford Meets 
Death at Electric 
Light Plant 


Last Sunday evening- about 
6:30 
o ’clock T. J. Crawford, engineer in 
chief at the local light and water 
plant, was almost instantly killed. 
The funeral 
took 
place 
Tuesday 
morning and the remains were fol­ 
lowed to the city cemetery by a large 
number of sorrowing- friends and rel­ 
atives. 
Tile services at the grave 
were conducted by the I. O. O. F. 
order of which Mr. Crawford was a 
Nkrominent member. 
Ile was also a 
Member of the Woodmen order and 
W p. association, carrying insurance 
i,i* the two latter organizations. 
No 
. ;one was with Mr. Crawford when the 
accident occured, but it is believed 
that when he endeavored to start the 
gas engine for the night run of the 
plant the “ back fire” caused the lever 
with which he was starting the m a­ 
chinery to fly up and strike him in 
the face and right side of the head. 
When found by son Will, assistant 
engineer, Mr. Crawford was uncon­ 
scious and in a few minutes died. 
He was lying near tho fly wheel of the 
engine when found and right side of 
his face and head were cut, blood 
flowing freely 
from 
the 
wounds. 
Physicians were immediately 
sum­ 
moned but when they arrived life was 
extinct. 
The body was removed to 
the Crawford home nearby. 
This 
man had many friends in Decatur*, 
he was attentive to his business and 
we have heard the remark numerous 
times that he was a man who “ at­ 
tended strictly to his own busine-,-.. 
l h 1 was a good worker in the lodges 
with which he was affiliated and War­ 
field in the highest esteem by all aho 
knew him.

Uncle Sam Advises Texas Farm 
Boys. 


T he B ureau of A nim al In d u stry 
of the U nited States D epartm ent of 
A griculture has ju s t issued a com­ 
m unication to the farm er boys of 
Texas between the ages of lo and 
TS years, urging them to plant more 
hogs. 
The Texas farm er lost &24y 
000,000 last year because he failed 
I" produce enough pork to supply 
the local dem and ami the com m un­ 
ication 
advises 
his 
sons 
to 
raise 
enough hogs for home consumption. 
and if possible, a surplus for the 
market. 
Some of the points which 
the D epartm ent advises the youthful 
hog raiser to bear in m ind are; 
1. 
T he feeding and care are as 
im portant as tile breeding in pro­ 
ducing a good hog. 
Plenty of feed 
urn! good care will make a good hog 
out of a runt, hut lack of it will al­ 
ways make a ru n t out of a good pig. 
2. 
To m ake pork cheaply a per­ 
m anent 
pasture 
and forage crop? 
m ust he used. 
3. 
Y oung pig- m ust have a dry 
bed and plenty of sunshine. 
4. 
Begin 
feeding 
the

as

growing until la1 is mature.

Always keep plenty of clean, 
fresh water where the hogs 
may 
drink at any time. 
6. 
Q uarantine

more than four strong pigs at a litter.

'The more milk a sow will give 
the faster her pigs will grow. 
T he latest census reports which 
relate to Ja n u a ry 1st, 1914 show 
there are 2,618.000 hogs in Texas 
with a total value of $22,515,000. 
This is an increase over the pre­

year of

and 
$1,574,000 in value. 
At every cen­ 
sus during the live years prior to 
1914 a steady decrease in the n u m ­ 
ber of Texas hogs is shown. 
The 
values, however, 
have steadily in ­ 
creased. 
A decade ago the Texas 
hog was worth $4.68 per head, but 
Uncle S am ’s latest valuation is $8.60 
per head. 
The growing dem and for young 
Texas raised pork has become so 
strong that lie is going to m arket 
a year earlier and at the weight of 
219 pounds, while a (plai ter of a 
century ago the average m arketing 
weight was 275 pounds.
